to that of thegold dollar. While we’ 
demand that the intrinsic -value of 
the gold and silver dollar shall be equal, 
we protest against the test of value as 
to silver being made while silver money is 
debased and the Government engaged un- 
der the existing law in depressing the value 
of bullion by purchasing at lowest markets, 
but we shall make the necessary change 
after the full use of silver as monéy has 
been restored for a reasonable time through 
an act of Congress or by any similar law.

Engineer Inick, in his report to the 
paper, gives 4 detailed statement of the 
condition of all parts of the mines and 
declares they até not producing suffi- 
cient tin to keep the mill going and that 
the little ore in sieht will soon be ex- 
hausted. He ftirther declares that no 
large body of ore, the working of which 
would pay, has ever been found in any 
part of the district. 

These Temescal) mines tommenced 
operations in April, 1891, and the Ex- 
aminer states that wotwithstanding the

KEEPING GOLD AT HOME. 


New York Bankers Seeking to Check the 
to Europe. 
New Yorn, July 15.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| In the last two or three 
days, six or eight of the big banks have 
taken steps to do all in théir power to 
hinder the exportation of gold to 
Europe, The result has been a radical 
change in the manner in which shippers 
secure coin to be dispatched to the 
other side. The bankersare acting on 
the belief that exportations have 
reached a point beyond which it is not 
for the interests of the country to go. 
Under the system heretofore followed 
the exporters went to their banks, se- 
cured gold certificates, presenting them 
in turn at the sub-treasury and obtain- 
ing the precious métal in exchange. 
The effect of this was to all intents and 
purposes, to take gold out of the banks 
and not from the treasury. Under the 
new planthe banks refuse to pay out 
old certificates to representatives of 
oreign houses. Instead they pay 
United States notes and treasury notes, 
the former payable in gold and the lat- 
ter in gold or silver, at the option of the 
Treasury Department. So far gold has 
always been paid for them. The bank- 
ers estimate that the free gold.at the 
end of this week will amount to about 
$10,000,000, a sum Hot by any means 
satisfactory in the view of the bankers.

The House Spends Most of the Session in 
@ Wrangle Over the Proposed 
Aid to the World's 
Fatr.

Wasuinotos, July 15.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Scnate.—Conference re- 
ports of the Legislative, Army and 
Navy Appropriation bills were pre- 
sented and agreed to. 

The joint resolution of June 30 pro- 
viding for Government expenditures not 
covered by bills already sent to the 
President was extended for two weeks" 

The day’s session was mostly spent in 
tLe discussion of the Fortifications Bill, 
particularly as to the construction of 
breech-loading rifles and mortars and 
as tothe selection ofa site on the Pa- 
cific Coast for an armory for finishing 
and assembling ordnance. The bill 
finally passed, leaving only the Defi- 
ciency Bill unacted on bys the Senate, 
and notice was given that it is to be 
taken up tomorrow. 

When the Fortifications Bill was wun- 
der consideration, Senator Squire of-. 
fered an amendment appropriating 
$1,000,000 for the estab.ishment on 
the Pacific Coast of a plant for finish- 
ing and assembling partsof heavy guns. 
He made an earnest speech in advocacy 
of the amendment, but it was rejected. 

Mr. Felton offered an amendment for 
the appointment by the President of a 
board of three officers of the army and 
three officers of the navy to examine 
and report which is the most suitable 
site on the Pacific Coast, or on rivers, 
or on other waters thereof, for erecting 
a plant for finishing and assembling 
parts of heavy guns and other ordnance, 
and appropriating $2500 for the ex- 
penses of the board. Agreed to. 

Adjourned till tomorrow. 

House.—Mr. Watson of Georgia 
offered a resolution instructing the 
Committee on Labor to investigate the 
troubles at Coeur d’Alene. Objection 
being offered the resolution was re- 
ferred. 

Mr. Holman presented a joint reso- 
lution extending the appropriation of 
the last Congress to July 30, and it 
passed.

Spokane (Wash.,) July 15.—[{By the 
Associated Press.| The military have 
arrested Jack Waliace at Cataldo, who 
is suspected of being the ringleader in 
the Mission massacre, and runs a low 
resort in that country. The troops all 
were deploying from Cataldo today and 
itis thought the hills will be scoured 
for other suspects. The troubled dis- 
trict has been closedto travel. Nobody 
is now permitted to go into the country 
without a military pass. Gen. Carlin 
now has 1000 troo under his com- 
mand and has caliéd on all membets of 
the Miners’ Union to come in and sur- 
render. 

Notwithstanding the presence of the 
troops the strikers contimue to make 
their presence felt. They are still 
ordering spotted, individuals out of the 
country.

CRIME AND CRIMINALS. 


Capture of Bedwell, the Bogus Check 
Operator, Yesterday. 


Another Complaint Lodged Against Him, 
With the Chances That it Will Be 
Followed by Others—Cases 
in the Police Court. 


J. F. Bedwell, the bogus check op- 
erator, for whose arrest a warrant was 
issued Thursday afternoon, for trying 
to work offa $2 check on the University 
Bank, purporting to have been signed 
by S. W. Luitweiler, was found ambling 
along Spring street yesterday morning 
about 9 o’clock by Detective Benson, 
who placed him under arrest and took 
him to the central station, where he was 
locked up. In theafternoon Bedwell 
was taken before Justice Owens, when 
he was arraigned, and asked until Mon- 
day to make up his mind as to what 
plea he would enter. This reqnest was 
complied with, and in default of $200 
bail he was again locked up, 

During the afternoon William Allen, 
the furniture dealer, appeared before 
Justice Owens and swore to another 
complaint against Bedwell for obtain- 
ing money under false pretenses, he 
having worked off another $2 check in 
this case. 

It was stated that there are a number 
of other cases yet to come up, the num- 
ber being reported as high as thirty, 
but if such is true, the sufferers have 
not made themselves known. The 
checks, it is said, are all for $2 each, 
this amount apparently being his limit 
in the present series of ‘‘operations.”’ 

Bedwell is a very queer individual, 
and some people think he is insane. If 
such is the case there is a wonderful 
method in his madness, for he has been 
pursning his peculiar line ot industry 
for some months, and has so far escaped 
the penitentiary. 


Petty Offenders. 
Emma La Bonté, the tough negress 
who tried to wreck a negro house of 


, prostitution on Alameda street several 


nights ago, was yesterday sentenced by 
Justice Owens to ten days’ imprison- 
ment and $60 fine. 

Henry Williams, the negro petty lar- 
cenist and forger, who has been con- 
victed of both offenses heretofore, but 
who has so far escaped the peniten- 
tiary, was sentenced by Justice Owens 
in another case yesterday to 180 days 
imprisonment, and will serve that 
length of time on the chain gang. 

F. P. Morrison, the ‘‘drunk roller’ 
and alleged private detective, who was 
detected in trying to roba young man 
named Mallard, while the latter was 
under the influence of liquor, was yes- 
terday convicted before Justice Owens, 
and will be sentenced tédayo 

There were three drunks before Jus- 
tice Owens yesterday, one of whom, 
Billy Maginnis, a ‘‘chronic,’’ got fifty 
days on the chain gang. 

A thirteen-year-old boy named Rector 
was before Justice Owens yesterday 
charged with ‘‘appropriating’’ several 
books from Fowler & Colwell’s store 
on Second street. The literature was 
of the ‘wild west’? order, and after 
hearing the’ facts, the Justice took the 
case under advisement and will give his 
decision today. 

Special Officer Robinson arrested a 
Chinese named Ah Fawn on Commercial 
street at 10 o’clock last night fcr sell- 
ing lottery tickets.

Morros, the “Masher, Given the 
Full Penalty. 


Ninety Days in Jail and Two Hun- 
| dred Dollars Fine. 


The Brown-0’Neal Judgmen t Af- 
firmed by the Supreme Court. 


A Complication in the Owens-Slauson 
Sult—Lottery Dealer Let Off With a 
Light Fine—General Court 
Notes—New Saits. 


At 10 o’clock yesterday morning a 
large crowd assembled in the courtroom 
of Department One to witness the clos- 
ing scene inthe Morropulos case, that 
being the hour appointed for the pass- 


ing of sentence upon the Greek 
‘‘masher.’’ 


When the case was called the defend- 
ant’s counsel, C. C. Stevens, Esq., 
moved the Court for a new trial upon 
the following grounds: 

That the Court had misdirected the 
jury in matters of law and erred in the 
decision in questions of law arising dur- 
ing the course of the trial, and that the 
verdict is contrary to the law and th 
evidence. 


The motion, upon being submitted 
was promptly denied, but Attorney 
Stevens moved the Court for an arrest of 
judgment upon the ground that the facts 
stated in the complaint did not consti- 
tute a public offense. | 

This motion was also denied, and afte 
the usual questions had been put to the 
defendant by the Court and answered 
negatively, Morropulos coolly informed 
the Court that he loved Miss Lopez and 
would not have annoyed her for the 
world. Had she not encouraged his ad- 
vances he would long ago have ceased 
them. 

At this juncture, however, Judge 
Smith checked the defendant’s flow of 
eloquence very abruptly, and after 
listening to Attorney Stephens’s plea on 
behalf of his client, the Court thus ad- 
dressed the defendant. 

Morropulos, you have been convicted of 
having disturbed the peace of Miss Jesusita 
F. Lopez. Ordinarily this is not a very 
grave offense, but the circumstances con- 
nected with this case are of the most de- 
testable character. Age person under 
our law has the right to be protected in 
their person from the intrusion, insolence 
and interference of others. The person of 
each is sacred, and no one has the right to 
interfere with the lawful freedom of that 
person. 

You have been following and pressing 
your attentions upon this young lad , when 
you knew from the first that your presence 
and attentions were exceedingly distasteful 
toher. It seems almost incredible that a 
persecution of this kind should continue for 
over two years in the very face of our soci- . 
ety and in our city, and no remedy be 
found. Most shocking of all is that you 
should peer into her windows at late and 
uuseemly hours of the night, compelling her 
to abandon her room and fly to the shelter 
of that of a friend to escape from these 
dastardly assaults. You belong to a class 
of humanity which makes a business of in- 
sulting ladies as they pass on the streets 
by your lecherous stare, having nothing 
but impure thoughts. Your counsel has at- 
tempted to shield your unnatural and mon— 
strous conduct behind the sentiment of 
love. Your conduct toward this young 
lady is a travesty upon that passion, and 
can claim no kinship with the same. It de- 
mands the severest punishment. The 
satety of the wives, mothers and daughters 
of this community requires that you. be 
made an example of, so that others of your 
kind may be restrained from doing like- 
wise. It is fortunate for you that the 
offense of which you have been convicted 
is merely a low-grade misdemeanor, the 
maximum punishment for which isa $200 
fine and ninety days in jail. It is hereby 
ordered, adjudged and decreed that you, 
A. K. Mcrropulos, be fined in the sum of 
$200, and in addition thereto that you be 
imprisoned in the County Jail for the term 
of ninety days. SUES 

Soon after Morropulos had been es- 
corted to the jail, A. F. Chronis, a fruit 
merchant, appeared at the County 
Clerk’s office and demanded the sum of 
$800, which he claimed to have put up 
as bail for Morropulos, pending his ap- 
peal. As he had not’ obtained an order 
from the Court authorizing the Clerk to 
pay the money, the demand was refused. 
Chronis, however, went up stairs to get 
the requisite order, but during his ab- 
sence, J. M. Damron, Esq., went in and 
attached the money, claiming that 
Morropulos owed the firm of Damron & 
Van Sciever $110 attorney’s fees for 
defending him before Justice Austin. 
Almost immediately afterward another 
attachment was placed on the money 
by the District Attorney on behalf of 
the county, for the $200 fine imposed 
by Judge Smith, and when Chrounis re- 
turned with an order of the Court he. 
found, to his horror, and dismay, that it 

was apparently further beyond his reach 
than before. 
THE BROWN-O’NEAL JUDGMENT AFFIRMED. 

The decision of the Supreme Court 
affirming the judgment in the case of W. 
J. Brown (appellant) vs. E. F. O’Neal 
(respondent,) an action to recover pos- 
session of 32 horse, was received from 
headquarters yesterday by Deputy Clerk 
Ashmore for filing in this city. 

The facts of the case briefly stated are 
as follows: On February 5, 1890, R.S. 
Brown and W. H. Taylor were the joint 
owners of a stallion valued at $8000. 
Taylor being an invalid, it was agreed 
that Brown should have possession of 
the horse and manage him during the 
breeding season of that year, lasting 
from February 1 to July 15, and after 
paying all expenses, divide the proceeds 
arising from his services. On the day 
named Brown sold hisinterest in the 
stallion to plaintiff, for $650. Taylor. 
when spoken to about the sale, refused 
to consent thereto, unless the seller re- 
tained possession of the horse. Plain- 
tit! consented to this arrangement, and 
kept the animal until February, 1891, 
when plaintiff and the original owners 
entered into a new agreement, whereby 
R. S. Brown was to manage the stallion 
for another season and receive one- 
third of the proceeds for his services. 


On. March 15, 1891, R. S. Brown and 


another man executed their joint note 
tothe Rank of San Luis Obispo for 
$1057.30, due one day afterdate. On 


| April 7, the note not being paid, the 


bank commenced suit anda writ of at- 
tachment was issued, by virtue of 
which defendant, who was then Sheriff 
of the county, seized the stallion. 
Plaintiff demanded the return of the 
animal, but his demand was refused, 
and he commenced suit, which resulted 
in judgment for the defendant. 
SOMEWHAT MIXED. 

The case of J. S. Owens vs. J. S. 
Slauson, an action to recover money al- 
leged to be due for services rendered, 
came up for hearing before Judge Clark 
yesterday morning on an application 
for an order substituting the parties 
plaintiff and defendant and requiring 
the new parties.to interplead. The de- 
fendant in support of this application 
filed an affidavit to the effect that he 
admitted owing Owens $600, but as 
one G. F. Gashweiler claimed it as as- 
signee and C. A. Conklin claimed it by 
virtue ofalevy of execution in a civil 
action, he did not know to whom to pay 
it. He therefore offered to pay it into 


| court, and asked for an order substitut-

ing Gashweiler for the plaintiff and 
Conklin as defendant, so that the claim- 
ants may be compelled to interplead 
and settle their claims between them- 
selves.

The Congressional Situation, 

Tue Times has hitherto spoken of the 
importance to the Republican party of 
bringing out its very best timber for its 
Congressional and local tickets in the 
forthcoming campaign.

THE EQUITY OF IT. 


“Jayhawker” Sustains His Ideas 
| of Arbitration. 


Answering a Critie Who Advanced 


Opposing Arguments. 
‘How “a Fair Divide’ Might Be 
Obtained. 


A Slight Amendment to the Codes Would 
Extend Jurisdiction to the Courts— 
‘—Bigares on Cost of Produc- 

tion and Profits, 


In tHe Dex, July 14, 1892. 
“Equity” as she talks, and as she 
ought to be are not always the same. | 
Nor do we always get equity—if we did, 


many of us might be elsewhere. Ido, 


mot want to be misunderstood, nor have 
a meaning attached to what ‘‘Equity’’ 
calls my plan,. which was never in- 
tended. I did not, and never have pro- 
posed that any court or commission 
should go about fixing rates of wages. 
The Interstate Commerce Commission 
doesnot do that; it waits until some 
person files his complaint that he is 
overcharged, and then investigates it. 
When a mortgage becomes due, the 
judges do not decree foreclosure; they 


‘are on hand to answer when called for.. 


An employer has a certain kind of 
work which he wants performed. He 
employes a certain number of men to do 


- dt. The original employment and the 
rate of wages is and must be a matter 


of agreement, and the employécan bind 
himself for any period of time. That is 
acontract. Hecanalso stipulate that 
he is to be, employed during good -be- 


havior and_ efficiency, which covers 


all demands which the employer 
can make upon him as_ to’ com- 
petency, industry and morals. Under 
such a contract he~can the 
employer, But suppose the corpora- 
tion which employs him will enter into 
a contract for only one year. At the 
end of that time the markets are or are 


not changed; the employer informs the |, 


employé that, for the year to come, the 
compensation must be reduced. There 
is no question as to the competency of 
the employé (and there is none today at 
Homestead)— it is purely and simply a 


question of the amount to be paid for 


the service. No labor organization has 
ever insisted that men shall] be employed 
who are incompetentor unfit. The pro- 
posed reduction in the rate of compen- 
sation is not acceptable to the employé. 
There will always be an effort to agree, 
even if itis arefusalto accept. What 
is the course where an agreement is not 
reached? The men are discharged and 


_ other men take their places, at the 


lower rate of wages. At the end of 
that year the employer announces 
another reduction, which is refused; 
the men are discharged and a new force 
put at work. In five years the wages 
will be reduced to such a point that the 
employés will be in the condition of 
slaves, Their children will be 
hungry and naked; squalid  pov- 
erty will visible everywhere, 


_the midst of which will roll 


the splendid equipages of the few 
employers. There will be Nob Hills 
for the employers and Tar Flats for the 
employés. But all the whiie the pro- 
tective tax is imposed by law, and the 
miserable pittance paid to the employé 
immediately. .returns. to. the employer 
for such of the necessaries of life as the 
employé must have, and the man isa 
slave—aye, worse than slave, 
for the free schools, supported by 
taxes drawn from all classes have ed- 
ucated the laborer to believe that all 
men in this republic ‘‘are created equal; 
that they are endowed by their creator 
with certain inalienable rights; that 
among these are life, liberty, and the 
pursuit of. happiness,’’ and that ‘‘no 
State shall deprive any person of life, 
liberty or property, without due process 
of law, nor deny to any person within 
its jurisdiction the equal protection of 
the laws.’’ With this belief in their 
minds, they will not, cannot be happy 
or contented, and the discontent will 
result in serious outbreaks which in 
time, will overthrow the whole social 
system. 

The French Revolution—caused by the 
exactions of 150,000 people from 25,- 
000,000—illustrates what human na- 


‘ture will do. Could the nobility of that 


country have foreseen that ‘‘equity”’ 
would have averted the terrible results 
which followed, they might have been 
willing to extend it to the producing 

It should be carried in mind all the 


time that our legislation ‘protects 
American industry ‘and American 
labor.’’ If our laws gave us free 


trade in products as they doin labor— 
if only the law of competition prevailed 
as to products—the case might be dif- 
ferent; but we are dealing with the 
Originally it was 
the expectation that protection of prod- 
acts would so stimulate production that 
competition would reduce prices. If 
this-result had obtained, where would 
be the protection to labor, or industries? 
There would be none. When an editor 
shows that labor in America is paid 
twice as much as in Europe, in pro- 
tected industries, he ‘ proves only one 
thing, and thatis that the consumer, 
not the employer, pays the extra com- 
pensation—but he does not prove that 
the laborer has had an equitable share 
ofthe protective tax. It is to deter- 
mine this matter that courts should be 
empowered to make inquiry and deter- 
mine what would be a fair divide. 

If the manufacturers combine to pre- 
vent competition, the victims, the pur- 
chasers, have the right to go into court 
and demand the dissolution of the com- 
bine, which, when done, results in a re- 
duction of selling price. Does any man 
‘pretend that we cannot and should not 
make laws prohibiting trusts and com- 
bines? ‘If he does his only reward 
must be his satisfaction in his belief, 
for the courts have settled the doctrine 
that we can. Even the whisky trust 
has been declared unlawful, and it is 
not a protected but a taxed industry. 
The United States does not tax steel 
made here—but it does tax whisky. 
Whether .a corporation or an individ- 


- Wal is the beneficiary of the tariff pro- 


tection tax, I hold that the employé 
has the right.to a fair divide, and only 


legally established tribunals should be 


allowed to determine what is a fair di- 
vision in case the parties cannot agree. 

By adding ten sections to the Code of 
Civil Procedure and. one tothe Politi- 
cal Code, the established courts of this 
State can be given jurisdiction of this 
whole subject and the remedy will be 
provided by law. Then, so long as the 
courts equitably decide these matters, 
there will be no excuse for strikes, and 
the employé who refuses to submit to 
the decrees of the courts becomes a 
moral as well-as a legal criminal and 
should be punished. When the courts 
refuse justice then comes revolution. 
But it is best to give the courts power 
to do justice. ;

The internal rev- 
enue taxis paid into the national treas- 
ury by-the producer, who charges it to 
the consumer, who in turn pays it back

As long as the home. industries can 
supply the demand, at a slight sum 
under the cost of the foreign product, 
there will be no importation. When 
any tariff-taxed commodity is imported 
we know that the domestic production 
is not equal to the demand. hen the 
market falls to the t of production 
in this country we know that competi- 
‘tion has driven it there. This has sel- 
dom been the case since we have im- 
posed protective tariff taxes, but whe 
it isso our working men engaged - 
those industries must be paid the same 
wages that are paid to foreign work- 
men, for the manufacturer, by virtue of 
being nearer to the market, is entitled 
to the advantage of having no freight 
or less freight to pay. The prices 
of pig iron are fixed by what 
the rate should be at Pittsburgh 
and Chattanooga. At St. Louis the 
price includes the rate of freight from

The producers meet and fix the prices 
each year, and the cost of production 
and benefits of the tariff are both taken 
into account in fixing the scale.

Establish a permanent registration 
board in each of the wards of the city com- 
posed of one Republican and one Democrat, 


voter in reference to every matter pertain- 
ing tothe new Australian system, and at 
that time deliver to each person so regis- 
tered a sample copy of the ticket to be 
voted. This distribution of tickets is pro- 


used for voting. 

Outside the city we would recommend 
that three clerks of each party be em- 
powered to make a tour of the county asa 
registration and instracting board. 

All the above mentioned clerks to receive 
a stipulated salary per month while so em- 
ployedinsuch amount as your honorable 
board may deem wise.

Heavy Damages Awarded in an Elevator 
Accident Case. 
{San Francisco Bulictin.} 

The Supremé Court handed down a 
decision affirming the judgment of Judge 
Levy awarding George J. Smith judg- 
ment against Whittier, Fuller & Co. for | 
$30,000 damages for personal injuries 
sustained by an accident on the 28d of 
December, 1878, caused by the break- 
ing of the elevator machinery, precipi- 
tating Smith from the third floor of de- 
fendant’s store into the basement. He 
sustained a compound fracture of his 
right leg below his knee and had his 
spine injured. The judzment was based. 
upon the verdict of a jury rendered in’ 
October. 1888, the action being 
brought to recover $100,000 damages. 
As the judgment draws iegal interest 
Smith will recover something like 
835.000. The appeal was taken on the 
ground of excessive damages, but the 
Supreme Court does not think the 
amount excessive and savs that at the 
time of the accident Smith was 36 
years of age. in good health and en- 
gaged in business (painting) which re- 
quired great physical activity. ‘The el- 
evatox fell from forty to forty-five feet, 
and he was*tonfined to his bed for 
nearly a year, and it was three years 
before he could walk the»ifstance of a 
block.

“HIS RACE IS RUN. 


Death of L. L.. Bradbury, the Mill- 
ionaire Mine-owner. 


He Passes Away at Mis Residence in Oak. 
land—An Estate Valued at $15.000,. 
000 Left Behind-—Brief Sketch 
of Mis Career. 


A telegram was received in this city 
yesterday announcing the death of 
Lewis L. Bradbury, the millionaire 
mine-owner and capitalist, which oc- 
curred at his residence in Oakland at 4 
o’clock yesterday morning. 

Mr. Bradbury has for some time past 
divided his time between Leos Angeles 
and Oakland, in both of which cities he 
has fine residences, In addition to his 
mining interests Mr. Bradbury has large 
realestate holdingsin Southern Cali- 
fornia, and much valuable property in 
the city, besides being interested in 
numerous banking and other financial 
institutions. For years he has been 
a sufferer from asthma, and of late his 
health has been very bad. He wasa 
very eccentric man in many respects, 
and always insisted in looking after all 
the details of his large business inter- 
ests. With increasing years the burden 
became greater than he could bear, but 
he refused to give up. Finally about 
two weeks ago, his physicians insisted 
that he should rest from all business 
cares, at least for a time, and Mr. Brad- 
bury left for Oakland, accompanied oy 
the members of his family, who were 
with him when he died. He was 74 
years of age at the time of his death, 


and leaves a widow, two sons and four | 


daughters to mourn his loss. 

Mr. Bradbury was a native of Maine, 
and for many ei followed a seafaring 
life, during which time he commanded 
several vessels. He finally went. to 
Mexico, where he married the daughter 
of a Mexican who was working a mine 
near Mazatlan. This mine Mr. Brad- 
bury afterward developed, and his for- 
tune was made. 

At the time of his death Mr. Brad- 
bury’s fortune was estimated $15,000,- 
000. His residence at the corner of 
Court and Hill streets is one of the 
finest in the city. His business block 
in course of construction at the corner 
of Third and Broadway, which will bear 
his name, is to be pushed to completion 
as rapidly as possible. 


CORONER’S CASES. 


Joha Downs’ Death in the Mountains— 
The Savannah Suleide. 

Coroner Weldon returned yesterday 
morning from Acton, where he went 
Wednesday to hold an inquest on the 
body of John Downs, a former resident 
of this city, who died in the mountains 
near that place. Downs and his part- 
ner had been prospecting in the Mount- 
ains north of MountGleason. Owing to 
the high altitude Downs suffered con- 
siderably from bleeding at the nose, and 
finally sat down to rest. He said that 
he was feeling cll right except from the 
annoyance caused by the bleeding, and 
shortly afterward fell back dead. His 
partner made his way to Acton, when 
the Coroner was notified, and on his ar+ 
rival was taken to the place where the 
body lay. It is a very wild country and 
it was found impossible to get the body 
down the mountain. An inquest was 
held, the jury returning a verdict of 
death from heart disease, after which a 
grave was blasted out of the solid rock 
— the body was buried on the mount- 
ain. 

The Coroner also went out to Savan- 
nah where he held an inquest on the body 
of Mrs. Lucy Schirpser, the wife of S. 
Schirpser, a store-keeper at that place, 
who committed suicide ~Thursday by 
taking stryclinine. No facts were 
brought out beyond what were published 


| in Tas Times’ yesterday morning, and 


the jury returned a verdict that Lucy 
Schirpser, aged 25 years, a native of 
Germany, came to her death by taking 
strychnine with suicidal intent, and that 
no blame attaches to any member of 
the family.
